SOIL 
CONSERVATION 
NEWS 


By JAMES L. BISHOP 


Alfred E. (Ford) Smith, Cooperator 
with Hancock County Soil Conservation 
District, of Sellers School Community, 
beats the drouth by grazing his dairy 
cows on Bahia and Kudzu pasture. 

Smith has established 12 acres of 
Kudzu and 18 acres of Bahi grass, in 
addition to 18 acres of Reseeding crim- 
son clover for winter pasture. 

“I grazed my cows on the bahia 
pasture until early October, then turn 
ed my cows on the Kudzu. My cows 
increased their milk production ten 
gallons per day, and they remained 
on the Kudzu for thirty days. As far 
as I can determine the drouth did 
not affect the growth of the plants dur- 
ing the dry period. I have learned 
that Bahia grass and Kudzu has 
solved my pasture problems for summer 
and fall grazing. Of course, I have 
crimson and white dutch clover on 18 
acres which gives my cows good graz- 
ing. I am planting more pasture to 
take care of my herd during dry season.” 
Smith said. , 

Smith has established almost all 
thé Soil Conservation practices on his 
farm outlined on his conservation plan.

PINK BOLLWORM 


The State Plant Board reports that 
the two gin trash machines, which it 
is operating in the western portion 
of Mississippi in its search for the 
serious pest of cotton, the pink boll- 
worm, have found no sign of this pest 
to date. These two machines have 
processed 1188 bushels of gin trash col- 
lected from 136 gins in 28 counties 
of Mississippi, and each machine is 
equivalent to at least 100 men search- 
ing in the fields. 
| Dr. R. E. Hutchins of State College, 
entomologist of the State Plant Board, 
stated that if the pink bollworm is 
present in Mississippi the sooner we 
know about it the sooner we can in- 
stitute measures to eradicate it.
